All Day Sittings 

As an emergency step to 
help clear up the accumulat- 
ed delay, I would urge that 
all courts be required for 
three months to sit both morn- 
ings and afternoons. When 
arrears are caught up with, a 
defendant in a civil action 
who can now resist judgment 
for a long period, will know 
thet his case Will be disposed 
of within a maximum of two 
months and an appeal within 
the next two, with a heavy 
penalty if the bench deems 
this frivolous. 

For permanent procedure 
to ease the process of obtain- 
ing justice, I would suggest 
the following reforms. 

In Magistrates’ Courts, 4 
defendant should. be called 
upon to dle his defence with- 
in, say, ten days, with proper 
safeguards in cases of iliness 
or absence. If he prepares no 
defence, the plaintiff should 
automatically be entitled to 
judgment without the neces- 
sity of appearing in court 
with his witnesses and wast- 
time.

Misdemeanours should be 
dealt with by unpaid “justices 
of the peace’ ‘and town-plan- 
ning offences by Municipal 
judges. 

Minor traffic offences, such 
as illegal parking, should be 
dealt with on the spot with 
the right reserved to ‘the ac- 
tused to demand trial.
